It should not at this 
stage be complicated through the in­ 
troduction of other problems no mat­ 
ter how pertinent these may be and no 
matter how necessary it may be to 
solve them before the great design can 
be achieved. Already the Japanese 
are showing some reluctance about en­ 
dorsing the conference plan because of 
the suggestion that the Pacific prob­ 
lem be discussed. 
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THE BLACKLIST FOR SPEED 
FIENDS. 


The blacklist plan 
as a means of 
preventing reckless driving of auto­ 
mobiles is too drastic to suit the ideas 
of a good many states. 
Under this 
plan authority is given to suspend or 
revoke the license of any owner or op­ 
erator of a motor vehicle who habitu­ 
ally endangers the public or violates 
the provisons of the motor code. It is 
unboubtedly a radical method of deal­ 
ing with the evil of reckless driving 
and the authority 
allowed 
under it 
might be subject to abuse and might in 
certain cases lead to injustice ;but in at 
least one important state which has 
adopted it it seems to be working well 
and nearly evrybody appears to be 
pleased with it. 
The Philadelphia Bulletin says that 
in Pennsylvania the blacklist method 
has been 
a distinct success. 
It has 
been in operation there since 1919, 
which is an amply sufficient time to 
give the method a thorough test, and 
the Bulletin declares that “it is more 
effective than fines and avoids the ob­ 
jection that might be placed against 
imprisonment in many cases.” Under 
the Pennsylvania law the authority to 
suspend or revoke licenses rests with 
the stae highway commissioner. 
The 
extent to which he has exercised this 
authority may be 
judged 
from the 
fact that since January of this year 
fbrty-eight drivers licenses have been 
suspended. 
This does not seem a large number 
when one 
considers the 
enormous 
number of automobiles and automo­ 
bile drivers in Pennsylvania. Indeed, 
one is led to infer that the mere fact 
that such a law is on the books has act­ 
ed as a salutary deterrent in Pennsyl­ 
vania, causing drivers inclined to reck­ 
lessness to think twice before risking 
the loss of their licenses either perma­ 
nently or tor a certain period of time. 
That is a much more fearful prospect 
than the danger of having to pay a 
fine, and what is true in Pennsylvania 
would certainly be found to be true in 
other states also. 


KEEP TO THE MAIN POINT. 
Mr. Lloyd George’s comments on 
the President’s proposal for a disarma­ 
ment conference make the impression 
that the British premier is interested 
in the conference chiefly as a means of 
settling the problem of the Far East. It 
was this phase that he emphasized in 
his speech at the Liberal Coalitionists’ 
dinner. “I am hopeful,” he said, “that 
it will result in a pact of peace that 
will make the Pacific a really pacific 
ocean.*’ 
It may be questioned whether this 
was a politic 
utterance. 
There are 
plenty of people in this country keenly 
on the alert for a chance to discredit 
the conference. The British are in an 
embarrassing 
predicament 
with re­ 
gard to the Anglo-Japanes^ treaty. If 
they say anything which might be con­ 
strued as meaning that they hope this 
conference will lead them out of that 
dilemma, we 
shall 
soon be hearing 
that England is using us to pull her 
chestnuts out of the fire. 


MR. LANE’S $10,000. 


Some public offices are “plums”— 
indeed, a great many of them are— 
but some of the 
most 
important of 
them are not. 
That seems to be one 
conclusion to be drawn from the an­ 
nouncement that the estate of the late 
Franklin K. Lane amounted to $10,- 
000. 
After many years in the public 
service, during which he filled very 
ably several positions of great impor­ 
tance, including that of secretary of 
the interior, he had only $10,000 to 
leave his family. 
The trouble cannot be traced to Mr. 
Lane himself. He was a man of great 
business ability. 
It was through no 
fault or flaw in him that he was un­ 
able to serve his country in the way in 
which he was called upon to serve 
it and at the same time make ade­ 
quate provision for his 
dependents. 
No other man of his ability and integ­ 
rity and having in reserve only the 
small compentence 
which 
he had 
amassed before the government serv­ 
ice could have done it. 
The condition here revealed is not 
new. 
It has been apparent for some 
lime and it has been growing more 
and more marked and it is not by any 
means a condition peculiar to the gov­ 
ernment service. 
A situation has de­ 
veloped in this country which is clos­ 
ing some of the most important fields 
of public service to all except rich men 
and beginners.
